As a soldier of the King 
of Spain and later of the republic of 
Mexico, he was engaged in over 
twenty Indian campaigns and explor¬ 
ing expeditions, in which he acquired 
fame for his skill and courage as an 
Indian fighter. 

In 1827 the Buri-Buri Rancho was 
granted to Don Jose Antonio Sanchez 
provisionally, by Don Jose Maria de 
Echendia, the second Mexican gov¬ 
ernor of California, who was governor 
from 1825 to 1831; and the pro¬ 
visional grant made by Governor 
Echendia was regranted or confirmed 
to Sanchez in 1835 by General An¬ 
tonio Lopez de Santa Anna, president 
of the republic of Mexico. 

In 1834 Jose Antonio Sanchez was 
retired after forty-three years’ active 
military service, living thereafter on 
his rancho or at the Mission Dolores 
in San Francisco.
